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We  issue  a  neatly  printed  LETTER  OF  DISMISSION,  in  the  usual  form,  to 
be  used  by  Church  Clerks  in  dismissing  and  recommending  members  to  other 
churches.  Each  letter  is  accompanied  by  a  notice  of  reception,  to  be  returned  by 
the  church  to  which  it  is  addressed.  Spaces  are  left  in  which  to  write  the  names 
of  the  churches  and  the  dates  and  signatures  of  clerks.  These  are  bound  in  books 
of  twenty-five  and  fifty  each,  with  stubs  which  preserve  the  record  of  the  letters 
granted  and  of  the  return  notices  received.  Being  arranged  with  perforations,  the 
letters  may  easily  be  detached  for  use. 
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PREFACE 

To  the  Combined  Register  and  Record. 

THIS  book  is  intended  to  furnish  to  the  churches  of  our  order  the  forms  for  a  complete  and  condensed  Reg- 
ister and  Record.  It  has  a  place  for  all  that  is  esseiitial  and  for  more  than  is  usually  recorded  by  the 
clerks  of  our  churches.  It  is  based  on  the  experience  of  a  pastor  of  systematic  habits  who  has  had  to  do 
with  model  church  clerks.  It  is  simpler  than  other  books  made  for  the  same  purpose  and  lower  in  price.  This 
last  is  especially  true  of  the  edition  intended  for  the  newer  and  smaller  churches. 

A  place  is  prepared  for  the  register  of  Pastors,  Deacons,  other  officers,  Delegates  appointed  by  the  church, 
Baptisms,  Members  Received,  Members  Removed,  Marriages,  Benevolences  and  Expenses,  an  Annual  Sum- 
mary of  the  figures  furnished  for  the  Year-Book,  and  a  page  for  the  statistics  of  the  Sunday-school.  To  this 
there  are  added  in  the  smaller  edition  pages  for  records  of  organization  and  church  meetings,  and  in  the  larger, 
where  a  separate  book  for  records  is  desirable  (which  is  published  under  the  name  of  "The  Pilgrim  Church 
Record"),  an  alphabetical  index.  This,  it  is  believed,  comprises  all  which  any  church  really  needs  to  keep  a 
complete  account  of  its  transactions  and  condition. 

In  the  register  of  Members  Received  the  numbers  in  the  left-hand  column  should  be  consecutive,  the  names 
being  recorded  according  to  the  date  of  reception.  This  same  number  should  be  repeated  wherever  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  it  refers  is  used  in  the  lists  of  officers  or  members. 

In  the  page  of  Benevolences  our  eight  denominational  societies  are  named  in  the  order  in  which  they  ap- 
pear in  the  Year-Book.  Other  objects  may  be  written  in.  Each  perpendicular  column  stands  for  one  year; 
the  totals  may  thus  be  easily  added.  The  amounts  given  to  each  object  should  include  all  money  which  has 
gone  to  it  through  the  church  treasurer,  the  Sunday-school,  and  any  of  the  organized  missionary  societies  of 
the  church. 

The  suggestions  following  are  commended  to  the  attention  of  Clerks  and  Pastors. 


TO  CHURC 
Suggestions  as  to  the 

As  it  is  frequently  the  case  that  the  duties  of  Church 
Clerk  are  laid  upon  those  who  have  had  no  experience 
in  such  work,  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  give  a  few 
practical  suggestions  and  forms  for  recording  the  or- 
dinary business  of  a  church. 

In  the  matter  of  organization  it  is  of  importance  and  of 
increasing  interest  as  the  years  pass  by,  to  have  a  full 
and  exact  history  recorded  of  the  beginnings  of  a  Christ- 
ian church. 

If  it  has  not  been  done  at  the  time,  let  each  Church 
Clerk  procure  the  tacts  in  regard  to  the  first  steps  which 
led  to  the  organization,  and  the  first  preliminary  meet- 
ing, with  the  names  of  those  present.  If  the  Sunday- 
school  was  at  the  foundation  of  the  church,  write  an 
account  of  that,  by  whom  gathered,  the  numbers  at  the 
beginning,  etc.  Be  sure  and  record  the  vote  by  which 
the  organization  was  determined.  Record  in  full  the 
Constitution  and  Articles  of  Faith  and  Covenant  adopt- 
ed; and,  if  the  church  is  legally  incorporated,  a  copy  of 
the  Articles  of  Incorporation. 

Only  records  of  church  meetings  should  be  entered  in  this 
book.  If  the  church  committee  keep  records  of  their 
doings,  it  should  be  in  a  separate  book  and  not  among 
the  records  of  the  church. 

What  to  enter  in  the  records. — It  is  not  necessary  nor  usu- 
ally advisable  to  record  discussions  or  the  names  of  those 
taking  part  in  them,  or  the  movers  of  resolutions.  The 
records  are  of  the  things  which  have  been  resolved  and 
voted  by  the  church,  and  should  be  confined  strictly 
to  these. 


H  CLERKS. 
Records  of  a  Church. 

The  important  things  to  be  entered  are: — 1.  The  time 
and  place  of  meeting.  2.  The  devotional  services  with 
which  the  meeting  is  opened.  3.  The  name  of  the 
moderator.  4.  The  reading  of  records  of  past  meet- 
ings and  their  approval  by  the  church.  5.  The  reports 
of  committees  accepted  and  by  vote  placed  on  file  (not 
to  be  copied  into  the  minutes  but  referred  to. )  6.  The 
recommendations  of  committees  adopted,  or  the  resolu- 
tions or  motions  passed  by  vote  of  the  church.  7.  The 
adjournment.    8.    The  signature  of  the  Clerk. 

The  records  of  the  Annual  Meeting  should  be  made  with 
especial  care.  The  fact  that  the  notice  was  given  as  re- 
quired by  the  Constitution  of  the  church  should  be  stated, 
and  the  reports  received,  elections  of  officers,  and  votes 
of  the  meeting  should  be  carefully  recorded.  It  is  not 
necessary  nor  wise  to  enter  in  the  records  the  names  of 
those  who  receive  votes  but  are  not  elected,  nor  the 
number  of  votes  cast  for  or  against  any  officer  who  is 
elected.  The  fact  of  the  election  and  the  mode,  as  by 
ballot  or  acclamation,  are  enough. 

In  meetings  relating  to  the  call  of  a  pastor,  it  is  customary 
to  record  the  votes  more  fully;  to  spread  upon  the  rec- 
ords the  letter  extending  the  call  to  him,  and  his  answer 
thereto,  and  the  appointment  of  the  committee  to  ar- 
range for  a  council,  if  one  is  held,  and  the  reference  of 
this  action  to  the  society  for  their  concurrence,  if  that 
is  a  necessary  part  of  the  action. 

The  following  forms  for  recording  the  ordinary  transac- 
tions of  a  church  meeting  are  given,  not  as  the  only 
right  way,  but  as  a  simple  and  correct  mode  of  express- 
ing the  facts: —

TO  PASTORS. 


While  a  register  is  indispensable  to  a  Church  Clerk, 
it  is  a  great  convenience  and  aid  to  the  Pastor  to  keep 
a  similar  book  for  himself,  for  his  present  use  and  for 
his  permanent  possession.  It  will  often  prove  a  help 
in  securing  accuracy  on  the  part  of  the  Clerk,  by  at  least 
annual  comparison  when  the  report  is  made  for  the 
state  minutes. 

A  suggestion  is  also  offered,  which  has  been  found  of 
practical  advantage  by  the  writer,  as  to  the  best  way, 
especially  in  a  large  church,  of  keeping  an  accurate 
PARISH  REGISTER,  or  list  of  families.  This  is  by  the 
use  of  the  card  catalogue  system  which  is  employed  in 
all  our  large  libraries.  In  a  changing  parish  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  families  and  their  members,  in  a  book, 
soon  becomes  involved  in  confusion.  What  with  era- 
sures  and  insertions  the  original  order  and  connection 
cannot  be  maintained.  The  following  plan  works  ad- 
mirably:— 

Buy  or  make  blank  cards  or  slips  of  stiff  paper  of  the 
size  of  a  postal-card.  Get  enough,  slightly  tinted,  to 
furnish  one  for  each  family  in  the  congregation  as  it  is 
when  you  assume  its  pastorate.  Write  plainly  or  print 
the  family  name  at  the  top,  below  that  the  other  names 
of  the  father  and  mother;  under  them,  indented,  the 
name  of  each  of  the  children,  separating  those  above 
fourteen  and  those  under  that  age  by  a  line.  Still  be- 
low, place  the  names  of  any  other  members  of  the  fam- 
ily. After  the  name,  if  a  member  of  the  church,  put 
the  number  which  stands  against  that  name  in  your 
church  register.  Indicate  other  relations  to  the  church 
by  letters.  B,  means  baptized;  S,  member  of  the  Sun- 
day-school; T,  teacher,  etc.  Keep  these  cards  in  alpha- 
betical order. 

For  those  who  come  into  your  congregation  after  the 
beginning  of  your  pastorate,  supply  white  cards,  and 
record  the  relation  to  the  church  in  the  same  way.  On 


either  set  of  cards  enter  in  red  ink  the  fact  of  baptism 
or  church  membership  if  under  your  ministry.  You 
will  thus  have  a  complete  record,  and  always  in  alpha- 
betical order. 

When  a  family  removes,  of  which  some  member  is 
still  connected  with  your  church,  take  the  card  from  its 
place  among  the  resident  families  and  put  it  in  order  in 
a  separate  place,  and  when  the  entire  family  has  both 
removed  and  become  entirely  disconnected  with  the 
church,  in  a  third  place.  It  is  easy  to  arrange  a  box  or  a 
partition  in  a  drawer  of  your  study  table  with  two  mov- 
able partitions  to  divide  these  three  classes.  If  you  are 
to  call  on  any  families  and  desire  to  be  sure  of  remem- 
bering the  names  of  all  their  members,  you  can  take 
the  cards  and  carry  them  with  you  while  you  are  mak- 
ing your  afternoon  or  evening  round.

History  of  tbc  Cburcb 


Although  the  Westhampton  Congregational  Church 
was  not  formally  organized  until  Sept.  1,  1779,  church 
services  were  held  in  the  community  long  before  it  was 
established  as  a  Town.  The  Northampton  records  tell 
us  that  in  1773  "the  town  being  satisfied  that  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Long  Division  had  spent  £7 :16s  for  preaching, 
gave  Samuel  Kingsley  an  order  on  the  treasurer  for 
that  sum."  In  1776  they  voted  £9  for  schooling  and 
preaching.  The  first  minister,  Rev.  Enoch  Hale,  was 
hired  in  1778  to  preach  four  Sundays,  and  in  1779  was 
hired  to  preach  two  months.  Mr.  Hale  was  asked  to 
become  the  settled  pastor  of  the  church  in  August  1779 
and  served  until  his  death  in  1837.  Mr.  Hale  was  the 
elder  brother  of  Nathan  Hale,  American  martyr,  and 
the  grandfather  of  Edward  Everett  Hale. 

The  first  meeting-house  was  erected  on  the  present 
site  in  1785,  but  in  1816  was  taken  down  and  a  larger 
meeting-house  erected,  one  of  the  finest  in  the  region. 
The  second-meeting  house  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  Feb- 
ruary 1829.  Before  the  ashes  were  cold  and  the  people 
had  gone  home,  measurements  were  taken  and  plans 
made  for  a  new  building.  The  new  meeting-house  was 
completed  and  dedicated  in  December  1829.  For  thirty 
years  the  building  had  no  spire,  but  in  1860  one  was 
added  to  the  square  steeple.  As  first  built,  the  church 
had  one  large  room  with  galleries  on  the  sides  and  rear, 
but  in  1884  a  thorough  job  of  remodeling  was  done. 
The  building  was  divided,  making  two  floors  with  the 
sanctuary  upstairs  and  the  parlors,  vestry,  and  kitchen 
downstairs.  This  was  a  wise  move,  for  it  has  enabled 
the  church  to  serve  as  a  community  center  in  a  manner

hitherto  impossible.  In  1907  a  pipe  organ  was  secured, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Ives  and  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie.  In  1940  the  sanctu- 
ary was  remodeled  and  the  old  white  pulpit  restored  to 
its  rightful  place  for  the  preaching  of  the  word. 

The  various  organizations  of  the  church  have  long 
histories.  The  Church  School  dates  back  to  1818.  The 
Women's  Missionary  Union,  the  result  of  a  merger 
effected  in  1928,  joined  together  the  Ladies  Benevolent 
Society,  organized  in  1848,  and  the  Westhampton  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Women's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  or- 
ganized in  1874.  The  Lanman  Mission  Band,  which  for 
years  has  made  a  unique  contribution  to  the  life  and 
knowledge  of  the  children  of  the  community,  was  formed 
in  1874.  The  Christian  Endeavor  Society  was  organized 
in  1886. 

The  Westhampton  Church  has  not  only  been  the  spir- 
itual and  social  center  of  the  community,  it  has  also 
contributed  generously  to  the  work  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  world.  Justin  Edwards  was  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  early  movement  which  led  to  the  forming 
of  the  American  Board.  The  Bridgman  Memorial  Hos- 
pital in  Johannesburg,  South  Africa,  bears  the  name  of 
one  of  the  Westhampton's  best-loved  families.  Since  Rev. 
Henry  Martyn  Eridgman  went  from  here  to  work  among 
the  Zulus  in  1860,  the  Bridgman  family  has  given  over 
260  years  of  service  in  the  mission  field.  The  West- 
hampton Church  is  proud  to  number  among  its  members 
Mr.  Arthur  J.  Orner,  missionary  of  the  American 
Board,  who  has  been  doing  outstanding  work  at  the  mis- 
sion station  at  Chikore,  S.  Rhodesia,  S.  Africa.  Mission- 
aries, teachers,  ministers,  and  a  reputation  for  industry, 
sobriety,  and  sincerity  have  enabled  the  Westhampton 
Congregational  Church  to  serve  as  one  of  God's  shining 
lights  in  a  world  that  has  sorely  needed  the  Light. 


Statement  of  jfaitb 


This  Church  recognizes  the  Bible  as  the  sufficient 
rule  of  faith  and  practice,  and  holds  that  living  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  true 
test  of  fellowship.  Each  member  shall  have  the  undis- 
turbed righfto  follow  the  Word  of  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  under  the  enlightenment 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  following  statement  of  faith 
(or  principles),  therefore,  is  not  a  test  but  an  expres- 
sion of  the  spirit  in  which  the  Church  interprets  the 
Word  of  God. 

Faith. — We  believe  in  God  the  Father,  infinite  in 
wisdom,  goodness  and  love ;  and  in  Jesus  Christ,  his  Son, 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  who  for  us  and  our  salvation 
lived  and  died  and  rose  again  and  liveth  evermore;  and 
in  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  taketh  of  the  things  of  Christ 
and  revealeth  them  to  us,  renewing,  comforting,  and  in- 
spiring the  souls  of  men. 

Covenant. — We  are  united  in  striving  to  know  the 
will  of  God  as  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  in 
our  purpose  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  made 
known  or  to  be  made  known  to  us.  We  hold  it  to  be 
the  mission  of  the  Church  of  Christ  to  proclaim  the 
gospel  to  all  mankind,  exalting  the  worship  of  the  one 
true  God  and  laboring  for  the  progress  of  knowledge, 
the  promotion  of  justice,  the  reign  of  peace,  and  the 
realization  of  human  brotherhood.  Depending,  as  did 
our  fathers,  upon  the  continued  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  lead  us  into  all  truth,  we  work  and  pray  for 
the  transformation  of  the  world  into  the  kingdom  of 
God;  and  we  look  with  faith  for  the  triumph  of  right- 
eousness and  the  life  everlasting. 


principles  anfc>  iRulee 

1.  This  Church  is  an  independent  ecclesiastical  body, 
and  in  all  matters  of  order,  doctrine,  and  discipline  it 
is  amenable  to  no  other  organization.  At  the  same  time  it 
accepts  the  obligations  of  mutual  council,  courtesy,  and 
cooperation  involved  in  the  free  fellowship  of  the  Con- 
gregational Christian  Churches,  and  pledges  itself  to 
share  in  their  common  aims  and  work. 

2.  Officers  of  the  Church.  The  officers  of  this 
Church  shall  be  a  Pastor,  four  Deacons,  two  Associate 
Deacons,  Church  Committee,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer. 

The  Pastor  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Church,  and 
shall  ordinarily  be  the  moderator  of  the  Church  meet- 
ings. 

The  Deacons  shall  assist  the  Pastor  generally  in  the 
spiritual  care  of  the  Church;  they  shall  take  care  of 
the  communion  service,  and  assist  in  the  administration 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  They  shall  also  have  a  care  for 
the  poor  of  the  Church,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  church  for  which  provision  has  not  been 
made. 

The  Church  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Pastor, 
Deacons,  and  four  members  chosen  annually.  The  du- 
ties of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and  recom- 
mend candidates  for  church  membership.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  prepare  and  bring  before  the  Church  such 
cases  of  discipline  as  may  seem  to  require  the  notice 
of  the  Church.  In  the  absence  of  the  Pastor,  or  when 
there  is  no  Pastor,  the  Church  Committee  shall  have 
the  care  of  the  religious  meetings  of  the  Church.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  report  on  the 


state  of  the  Church,  and  the  relation  of  the  Church  to 
the  Community  at  each  annual  meeting. 

The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  business 
transactions  and  meetings  of  the  Church,  and  such 
other  facts  as  may  indicate  the  work  and  condition  of 
the  Church. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  record,  and  take  charge 
of  all  monies  contributed  by  the  Church,  and  pay  them 
over  to  such,  persons  authorized  to  receive  them. 

3.  Meetings  of  the  Church.  This  Church  will  sus- 
tain upon  Sunday,  public  worship,  a  school  for  religious 
instruction,  and  a  meeting  for  the  young  people  of  the 
Church. 

Meetings  for  conference,  instruction,  and  prayer  will 
be  held  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.  The 
claims  of  these  meetings  shall  have  precedence  over  all 
business  claims,  or  other  meetings  of  public  entertain- 
ment, or  social  pleasure. 

The  Lord's  Supper  will  be  administered  on  the  first 
Sunday  of  January,  March,  May,  July,  September,  and 
November. 

4.  Business  Meetings.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Church  shall  be  held  on  New  Year's  Day,  or  at  the 
nearest  convenient  day,  in  cooperation  with  the  Parish 
Society.  At  this  meeting  a  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Deacon, 
Associate  Deacon,  and  four  members  of  the  Church 
Committee  shall  be  elected.  The  Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Church  Committee,  Pastor,  and  representatives  of  the 
organizations  of  the  Church  shall  submit  their  reports 
for  the  preceding  year. 

Business  may  be  transacted  at  any  of  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Church,  or  at  any  special  meeting  called 
for  such  purpose  by  the  moderator,  or  his  order,  by  pub- 
lic notice  from  the  pulpit.   However,  no  action  shall  be 


taken  at  any  Church  Meeting  affecting  the  internal  ar- 
rangements of  the  Church,  unless  notice  of  such  pro- 
posed action  shall  have  been  publicly  given  on  the  Sab- 
bath. 

All  members  of  the  Church,  male  or  female,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  its  meeting. 

5.  Admission  of  Members.  The  members  of  this 
Church  shall  be  persons  who  have  been  received  by  vote 
of  the  Church  and  public  acceptance  of  its  covenant, 
a)  on  presentation  of  satisfactory  letters  of  transfer 
from  other  churches;  (b)  if  letters  are  not  available,  by 
reaffirmation  of  faith  oArecommendation  of  the  Church 
Committee;  or  (c)  on  confession  of  faith  and  baptism 
(if  not  previously  baptized). 

Reception.  Persons  desiring  to  become  members  by 
reaffirmation  or  on  confession  of  faith,  shall  meet  with 
the  Church  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  indicating 
their  desire  for  church  membership.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Church  Committee  their  names  shall  be  read 
to  the  congregation  at  least  two  weeks  before  their  re- 
ception, and  the  question  of  their  admission  shall  be 
decided  by  vote  of  the  Church  at  any  subsequent  meet- 
ing. Having  been  approved  by  the  Church  they  shall 
be  received  into  full  membership,  at  a  communion  service 
or  at  some  other  time  as  ordered  by  the  Church,  by  pub- 
licly assenting  to  the  covenant  of  the  Church. 

Persons  desiring  to  unite  with  this  Church  by  letters 
of  dismission  from  other  churches  shall  present  their 
letters  to  be  read  before  the  Church,  and  the  vote  upon 
their  acceptance  may  be  taken  at  any  subsequent  meet- 
ing of  the  Church. 

6.  Dismission.  Members  of  this  Church  removing 
their  place  of  worship  are  expected  to  request  letters 
of  dismission  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  re- 


moval,  or  give  the  Church  Committee  satisfactory  rea- 
sons for  not  doing  so,  and  to  annually  report  themselves, 
giving  an  account  of  their  religious  life  and  privileges. 

Requests  for  letters  of  dismission  may  be  announced 
at  any  regular  public  service  and  the  vote,  upon  grant- 
ing the  request,  may  be  taken  at  any  subsequent  meet- 
ing. 

Members  whose  addresses  have  long  been  unknown  or 
who  for  a  period  of  two  years,  in  spite  of  kindly  ap- 
proaches, have  not  communicated  with  the  Church  or 
contributed  to  its  support,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Church, 
be  transferred  to  a  retired  list.  From  the  date  of  such 
transfer  such  persons  shall  cease  to  be  reported  on  the 
active  membership  rolls,  although  requests  for  letters  of 
dismission  will  be  granted.  Such  persons,  upon  their 
own  request,  the  recommendation  of  the  Church  Com- 
mittee, and  the  vote  of  the  Church,  may  be  reinstated 
as  active  members. 

The  Church  may  revise  its  rolls  by  erasing  therefrom 
the  names  of  absentees  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Church  Committee  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  parties 
concerned  and  the  order,  purity  and  peace  of  the  Church 
may  be  better  served  than  by  a  regular  course  of  disci- 
pline and  dismissal. 

7.  Discipline.  Should  a  member  become  an  offense 
to  the  Church  and  its  good  name  by  reason  of  immoral 
or  unchristian  conduct,  or  by  persistent  breach  of  his 
covenant  vows,  the  Church  on  recommendation  of  the 
Church  Committee  may  censure  such  a  member,  sus- 
pend him,  or  terminate  his  membership  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  at  a  duly  called  meeting;  but  only  after  due  notice 
and  an  impartial  hearing,  and  after  efforts  have  been 
made  to  bring  such  a  member  to  amendment  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  of  Christ.  (Matthew  18:15-17). 


8.  Alteration.  Any  of  these  rules  may  be  altered 
or  amended  by  a  vote  of  the  Church  at  any  regular 
meeting,  the  alteration  or  amendment  having  been  read 
before  the  Church  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  acting

Dear  Friends: 

What  I  have  to  do  this  morning  will  come  as  no  surprise  to  you,  for 
all  of  you  have  been  awafce  of  ray  intentions  of  entering  the  Army  as  a 
chaplain.    This  week  I  received  word  that  I  could  expect  my  commission 
shortly,  and  to  arrange  my  civilian  affairs  accordingly*    With  this  know- 
ledge in  mind,  I  wish  to  tender  my  resignation  as  Pastor  and  Teacher  of 
the  Westharapton  Congregational  Church,  said  resignation  to  take  effect 
July  1st  or  at  such  earlier  date  as  I  may  be  called  to  active  duty. 

Although  this  is  a  step  which  is  necessary,  and  one  which  I  have 
discussed  thoroughly  and  candidly  with  you,  it  is  not  an  easy  one  to  take. 
You  know,  without  my  telling  you,  how  much  our  work,  our  home,  and  our 
friends  here  have  meant  to  Mrs.  Beardsley  and  me.    We  have  rejoiced  in  the 
spirit  of  harmony  and  Christian  friendship  which  has  accompanied  our  work 
here.    You  have  been  loyal,  generous,  cooperative,  and  understanding,  and 
any  success  which  I  have  enjoyed  here  has  been  due  to  the  support  you  have 
given  me. 

And  now,  although  it  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  sever  the  pastoral 
relationship,  I  ask  for  your  prayers  and  good  wishes  in  the  new  and 
difficult  work  to  which  I  feel  called  of  God.    May  He  guide  you  in  the 
days  to  come  as  He  has  in  the  past,  that  this  Church  of  Christ  may  con- 
tinue to  stand  as  His  Witness  to  a  needy  world.    May  we  all,  in  whatever 
capacity  we  serve,  continue  to  work  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of 
His  Church  everywhere.    God  bless  us  everyone.

It  is  my  judgment  that  the  leave  of  absence  which  was  established 
has  not  proved  to  be  the  best  solution  to  the  problem  and  I  again  tender  my 
resignation.    This  time  I  sincerely  hope,  and  insist,  that  you  acceot  my 
resignation.    I  am  doing  this  for  the  good  of  the  Church  and  the  good  of  the 
Christian  Cause  for  which  we  all  are  wording. 

Believe  me  when  I  say  that  Mrs.  Beardsley  and  I  deeply  appreciate  the 
affection  which  Prompted  you  to  refuse  my  resignation  last  June  1942  and  again 
at  the  annual  meeting  this  year.    All  of  you  know  how  much  Westhampton  means 
to  us.    Certainly  it  holds  first  Place  in  our  hearts. 

In  asking  that  you  accept  my  resignation  I  want  you  to  know  that  such  an 
official  severence  of  our  pastoral  relationship  will  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
love  and  affection  we  bear  toward  you.    Although  I  will  no  longer  be  your 
pastor  I  will  still  be  a  member  of  the  Church  and  my  "home"  (legally  and 
emotionally)  will  still  be  among  you.    I  know  that  such  a  severence  cannot 
destroy  the  bond  of  affection  and  friendship  which  has  been  created  by  our 
living  and  working  with  you  during  the  six  years  of  my  ministry  among  you. 

In  closing  I  wish  you  every  success  in  the  securing  of  the  kind  of  a  pastor 
that  our  Church  needs  and  should  have.    Give  him  the  loyalty,  love,  and 
cooperation  you  have  so  generously    given  me.    I  know  that  God  will  be  with 
you  and  lead  you  in  the  future  as  he  always  has  in  the  oast.

Dear  Friends: 

I  have  received  notice  of  the  action  which  you  took  at  your  meeting  on 
Sunday,  July  25th.    Elsa  and  I  deeply  appreciate  the  feeling  which  prompted 
you  to- act  as  you  did.    I  hope  that  is  an  action  which  will  not  bring  you 
cause  for  regret.    I  hope  that  I  can  merit  the  confidence  and  respect  which 
led  you  to  this  decision. 

I  pray  that  the  Pulpit  Committee  will  be  successful  in  finding  the  type 
of  minister  you  want  and  need.    I  am  sure  that  God  will  be  with  you  in  the 
task  you  have  taken  upon  yourselves. 

I  would  be  negligent  in  my  responsibility  to  you  as  individuals  and  as 
a  Church  of  Christ  if  1  failed  to  remind  you  that  if  at  any  tine  you  feel 
the  arrangement  is  not  working  out  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  you 
may  accept  my  resignaticn.    It  is  in  your  hands  to  be  accented  at  any  time 
circumstances  may  require  such  action.    I  also  want  you  to  know  that  if,  at 
any  ..ire,  the  pastor  you  secure  for  the  duration  fills  your  needs  as  you 
would  I  ave  them  filled,  I  want  you  to  extend  him:  a  permanent  call.    This  is 
only  fair  to  you  and  to  him.    It  is  certainly  possible  that  the  desired 
duration  pastor  will  be  so  acceptable  to  you  that  you  would  feel  inclined 
to  call  him  for  good.    If  this  happens,  if  you  feel  that  you  want  to  take 
this  action,  rest  assured  that  I  feel  certain  that  you  must  follow  that 
course  of  action. 

In  other  words  I  want  you  to  feel  that  at  no  tire  are  your  hands  tied 
by  any  feeling  of  affection  or  loyalty  to  me.    The  good  of  the  Church  demands 
that  it  not  be  bound  by  the  hands  of  an  absent  pastor. 

In  closing  I  want  to  thank  you  again  and  to  ask  that  God  will  continue 
to  be  with  our  Church,  blessing  it  in  the  future  as  He  has  so  richly  blessed 
it  in  the  past.    With  you,  I  pray  for  the  coming  of  a  tire  of  peace  and  good 
will  among  all  men.

Dear  Friends: 

As  the  time  for  the  Annual  Meetings  draws  near,  ana  I  realize  that  I  will 
be  missing  the  Annual  Meetings  for  the  first  time  in  7  years,  I  want  at  least 
to  remind  you  that  I  will  be  with  you  in  spirit.    After  conducting,  or  rather 
presiding,  for  seven  successive  Meetings,  it  will  seem  strange  indeed  to  be 
numbered  among  the  absent* 

Every  year  it  has  been  my  custom  and  duty  to  read  a  Pastor^  report  which 
has  assumed  the  nature  of  reveiwing  the  events  of  the  past  Church  Year  and 
giving  a  detailed  report  of  my  activities.    The  former  I  cannot  do,  for  my 
absence  has  naturally  resulted  in  my  having  too  clear  a  picture  of  the  Church 
Year  for  19li3o    However,  I  can  give  you  some  idea  of  the  work  I  have  done  in 
the  Chaplaincy  during  19h3. 

As  you  remember,  19U3  started  out  with  my  being  present  for  the  Annual 
Meetings,    I  then  attended  the  Chaplain  School  at  Harvard.    The  first  week  in 
February  I  returned  to  Drew  Field,  Florida,  where  I  resumed  my  position  as 
Base  Chaplain,  presiding  over  the  activities  of  16  other  Army  Chaplains.  In 
April  I  received  my  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Captain,  and  later  that  month  was 
granted  my  urgent  request  for  an  assignment  to  a  tactical  unit  ready  a±  for 
overseas  service.    On  April  30th  I  reported  at  Peterson  Field  to  take  up  my 
work  as  Chaplain  of  the  5th  Photographic  Mapping  and  Reconnaisance  Group, 
Early  in  August  the  outfit  was  moved  to  an  Eastern  "Staging  Area"  and  readied 
for  the  journey  overseas,  a  trip  which  started  a  week  later.    After  a 
censorable  number  of  days  we  debarked  at  a  North  African  port  and  three  days 
later  moved  up  to  our  present  station.    As  you  can  see,  19U3  has  been  out- 
standing for  me  in  the  amount  of  travelling  I  have  already  done,  and  perhaps 
will  do  before  the  curtain  is  rung  down  on  this  present  year. 

What  of  my  pastoral  and  preaching  work?    During  the  first  10  months  of 
19h3>  making  an  estimate  for  my  work  for  the  balance  of  this  month,  I  have 
preached,  lectured,  or  spoken,  7U  times  during  the  year.    This  is  the  most 
public  speaking  I  have  done  over  a  period  of  10  months,  let  alone  a  year.  The 
attendance  at  all  these  services  or  meetings,  large  and  small,  has  been  7006  • 
If  I  continue  my  present  preaching  schedule,  and  I  anticipate  no  lessening  of 
the  burden,  I  will  preach  2h  times  during  the  months  of  November  and  December, 
My  preaching  shhedule  is  exceptionally  full  for  I  preach  three  times  every  Sunday 
morning,  at  9,  9:ii5,  and  10:30,    During  the  first  10  months  of  this  year  I  will 
have  made  7U8  hospital  calls,  about  four  times  as  many  as  I  made  in  my  civilian 
work.    In  addition  to  that  I  have  had  6203  other  personal  contacts,  raning  from 
personal  interviews  and  welfare  cases  :Eb~T;he Securing  of  furloughs  and  pay  for 
enlisted  men..   I  have  conducted  8  weddings,  a  normal  figure  in  peacetime,  3 
baptisms,  and  1  funeral,  the  latter  two  items  being  far  less  than  ray  normal 
activity*,    As  you  can  see,  I  have  not  been  idle. 

What  of  19lUi?    I  pray  God  that  it  will  be  the  year  of  peace,  the  year  when 
the  men  in  our  Armed  Forces  will  find  it  possible  to  return  to  their  homes  and 
civilian  pursuits,    I  also  pray  that  it  will  be  a  year  in  which  our  Church  will 
continue  to  stand  firm  and  united  as  an  effective  witness  in  our  community,  I 
pray,  with  the  knowledge  that  my  prayers  will  be  answered,  that  you  at  home  will 
continually  keep  us  in  your  thoughts  and  prayers,    God  bless  you  in  the  year 
ahead.

This  has  been  my  first  pastorate,   the  place  of  my  Christian 
ordination.

HISTORY  OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  history  of  the  Westhampton  Congregational  Church  has  been 
written  several  times  for  various  occasions,  one  of  special  note  being 
the  100th  anniversary  on  September  3,  1879.  This  history  was  written 
by  Dorus  Clark,  D.D.  of  Boston,  a  native  of  the  town  and  a  prominent 
divine.  He  told  of  the  settlement  of  Rev.  Enoch  Hale  as  the  first  pastor 
in  August  1779,  and  of  his  ordination  on  September  29th  of  that  year. 
Dr.  Clark  wrote  of  Parson  Hale  as  a  most  discreet  man,  one  of  the  best 
counsellors  he  ever  knew.  Since  the  close  of  his  pastorate  in  1837, 
twenty-one  ministers  of  the  gospel  have  followed  Parson  Hale. 

The  first  meeting-house  was  built  on  the  present  site  in  1785,  and 
was  replaced  in  1816  by  a  larger  and  finer  one  as  the  need  grew  for 
accommodations  for  the  fast  growing  town.  In  February  1829  the 
church  burned  down  but  was  replaced  during  the  same  year.  The  spire 
was  not  added  until  1860.  That  building  had  one  large  room  with 
galleries  on  the  sides  and  rear.  In  1883,  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev. 
William  C.  Scofield,  the  church  was  extensively  remodeled.  The  plan 
was  substantially  as  it  is  now,  with  the  southeast  room  downstairs  being 
used  for  a  public  library.  The  small  addition  in  the  rear  was  added 
and  a  wood-burning  furnace  installed.  Many  hours  of  work  were  given 
by  the  people  and  more  than  $5000  was  contributed.  Mr.  Scofield  re- 
fused to  have  the  remodeled  building  dedicated  until  all  bills  were  paid. 
The  parish  committee  decided  to  raise  money  by  the  sale  of  pews  which 
were  numbered  and  auctioned  off  according  to  number.  Mr.  Dwight 
Bndgman  and  Mr.  Warner  Bartlett  bid  $55.00  on  the  pew  used  by 
the  Bndgman  family  for  so  many  years.  When  the  families  grew  too 
large  for  one  pew,  Mr.  Bartlett  took  the  one  in  front  for  his  family. 

In  1907,  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Henry  Ives  and  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  a  pipe  organ  was  secured.  This  organ  is  still 
in  use,  and  the  present  organist,  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Blakesley,  has  presided 
for  thirty-three  years.  In  1940  the  church  auditorium  was  painted, 
the  old  pupit  restored  to  its  place.  The  choir  loft  was  improved  by 
paneling  and  a  sofa  refinished  to  replace  the  pulpit  chairs.  The  cost 
was  about  $1000.00  In  1947  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  at  the 
expense  of  $3000.00  made  over  the  kitchen  into  a  much  more  efficient 
unit.  A  gift  of  $1,625.00  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Mina  Wood  of 
Northampton  helped  make  this  improvement  possible.  In  1950  a  place 


under  the  church  was  excavated  by  volunteer  labor  and  the  furnace 
moved  from  the  vestry  to  this  fireproofed  room.  Necessary  improve- 
ments to  the  heating  system  cost  $1,700.00.  In  1952  and  1953  the 
vestibule  and  auditorium  were  again  redecorated  at  a  cost  of  $4000.00 
from  the  Missionary  Union  and  $628.00  in  personal  gifts.  The  walls 
and  pews  were  painted,  a  new  carpet  was  laid  on  the  pulpit  platform 
and  the  aisles.  The  floor  was  refinished  and  a  new  lighting  system 
installed.  The  kerosene  lamp  that  used  to  hang  in  the  vestry  was  bur- 
nished and  electrified  and  restored  to  its  place.  Our  motto  over  the 
pulpit,  "Draw  Nigh  to  God  and  He  Will  Draw  Nigh  to  You"  has 
stood  for  many  years,  and  was  recently  finished  in  gold  leaf. 

Deacon  Edward  H.  Montague,  who  died  in  1943,  willed  his  home, 
the  former  Sylvester  Judd  homestead,  to  the  parish  for  a  parsonage. 
The  place  was  renovated  and  redecorated  and  was  first  occupied  by 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Whitmore  E.  Beardsley.  Rev.  Beardsley  was  pastor 
during  World  War  II.  In  1942  he  became  a  chaplain  in  the  army  and 
because  of  the  love  and  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  church, 
his  letters  of  resignation  were  not  accepted  and  he  was  granted  a  leave 
of  absence.  Mrs.  Beardsley  remained  with  us  a  part  of  the  time  when 
she  could  not  be  with  him.  He  returned  to  us  in  1946  and  remained 
until  April  1947. 

We  have  had  a  flourishing  church  school  since  1818,  two  women's 
societies  until  1928  when  they  merged,  the  Lanman  Mission  Band  for 
children  formed  in  1874  and  a  Christian  Endeavor  Society  since  1886. 
It  is  now  known  as  the  Pilgrim  Fellowship.  Westhampton  Church  has 
always  been  a  missionary  church,  having  contributed  generously  to  the 
work  of  the  church  throughout  the  world.  Many  missionaries  went 
from  here,  beginning  with  Justin  Edwards  and  continuing  with  the 
names  of  Bridgman,  Clapp,  Montague,  Parsons,  Orner  and  others.  Our 
interim  pastor  during  1945,  Rev.  Emery  Roberts,  is  now  stationed  in 
the  Belgian  Congo  in  Africa.  Our  church  is  the  center  of  the  com- 
munity life.  Church  suppers  and  entertainments  and  other  activities 
are  held  there  both  for  the  raising  of  money  for  our  many  projects  and 
the  entertainment  of  our  townspeople,  all  of  whom  are  invited  regard- 
less of  their  church  affiliations.  Our  present  pastor,  Rev.  Robert  L 
Young,  came  to  us  in  1950,  and  through  his  boundless  energy  has  ac- 
complished much  for  the  advancement  of  the  church  both  spiritually 
and  materially.   We  press  on.

Westhampton  Church  Notes 
Its  175th  Anniversary  With 
Morning  Service,  Program 


WESTHAMPTON  —  Success- 
Ully  facing  the  complexities  of 
he  machine  and  atomic  age  re- 
uires  that  men  build  their  lives 
n  a  spiritual,  not  a  material 
oundation,  the  Rev.  Robert  L. 
lakesley  told  300  worshippers 
vho    filled    the    sanctuary  of 
the  Westhampton  Congregational 
Church  to  capacity  at  the  morn- 
ing service  Sunday,  during  the 
church's  175th  anniversary  cele- 
bration. 

,  Dr.  Blakesley,  minister  of  the 
Plymouth  Church  of  Shaker 
Heights,  Ohio,  and  son  of  Dea- 
con Emeritus  and  Mrs.  Frank  W. 
Blakesley  of  Westhampton,  urged 
all  to  reassess  their  contributions 
to  bringing  about  a  kingdom  of 
heaven  on  earth. 

"Life  is  a  gift  of  God,  a  sacred 
trust,"  he  said.  "The  motto  of 
many  today  is  ease,  comfort, 
pleasure,  doing  as  little  as  possi- 
ble, giving  only  as  much  as  is 
necessary  to  stay  respectable." 

To  solve  today's  problems,  he 
pointed  out,  one  must  go  the 
"second  mile"  and  give  much 
more  of  himself  than  can  reason- 
ably be  expected. 

"Wanted  today  are  men  of  faith 
who  will  dispel  the  paralyzing 
fears  of  our  society,"  he  said. 
"Such  men  are  found  only  among 
those  who   are   determined  to 


make  the  most  of  life,  to  go  far- 
ther, do  more,  live  better  than 
anyone  has  any  right  to  expect, 
because  they  know  that  life  be- 
longs to  God." 

Dr.  Blakesley  urged  full  devel- 
ojment  of  one's  personal  abili- 
ties, for  the  good  of  society  and 
God's  kingdom  on  earth. 

As  an  example  of  what  can 
be  done,  he  cited  the  life  of 
George  Washington  Carver,  trac- 
ing his  rise  from  humble,  un- 
promising beginnings,  to  world- 
wide eminence  as  an  agricultural 
scientist  at  Tuskegee  Institute. 

Dr.  Blakesley  pointed  out  the 
incredible  fact  that  the  175  years 
of  the  Westhampton  Congrega- 
tional Church  and  the  church 
throughout  the  world  stem  from 
the  work  of  a  band  of  only  11 
dedicated  men,  Christ's  disciples. 

"This  church  in  which  we  wor- 
ship is  greater  than  any  one  and 
will  outlast  all  of  us,"  he  said. 
"Unshaken  as  the  eternal  hills 
which  surround  it,  this  edifice 
stands,  a  house  not  made  with 
hands.  It  may  be  laughed  at, 
criticized,  scorned,  or  persecuted, 
but  it  will  go  on.  It  is  of  God."

In  fact,  even  as  I  type, 
there  is  a  Catholic  novena  going  on  in  French 
over  the  local  radio  station;  and  as  the  priest 
intones  the  "Hail  Mary"  -  I  call  to  remembrance 
the  blessed  Reformers  -  Luther,  Calvin,  Zwibgli, 
and  our  own  forefathers  and,  inddeed,  our  two 
Congregational  Churches  set  also  in  a  land  of 
Romans.    Long  may  we  wave!    that  men  may  still 
enter  churches  to  worship  G-od  unhampered  by  the 


falsehood  of  veneration  of  aaints  ,  inf allability, 
and  the  power  of  fear. 

Might  I  add  that  we  are  in  a  large  mining  town 
set  in  the  wilderness  where  for  miles  around  liea 
what  the  natives  call  "the  bush"  -  hundreds  of 
square  miles  of  pine  and  birch;  moose,  bear,  and 
wildcat;  and  acres  of  blueberries.

Dear  Miss  Perkins: 

I  can't  tell  you  how  thrilled  we  are  over  the  coming  175th 
Anniversary  of  the  Westhampton  Church.     Unfortunately,  however, 
it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  be  there  and  share  with  you  in 
the  celebration.     It  is  too  long  and  too  expensive  a  journey 
for  us,  but  you  may  be  sure  that  we  shall  be  there  in  spirit. 
I  know  that  the  next  175  years  will  be  as  rich  in  blessings  and 
achievements  as  have  been  the  years  since  Parson  Hale  first 
came  to  Westhampton. 

You  know,  they  often  say  that  a  minister  makes  the  church 
but  I  am  more  inclined  to  put  it  the  other  way.     Elsa  and  I 
often  speak  of  how  fortunate  we  were  in  coming  to  Westhampton 
as  a  young  couple  nearly  l8  years  ago.     If  my  ministry  during 
those  years  has  been  effective,  a  large  share  of  the  credit 
must  go  to  the  people  of  Westhampton.     The  old  church  will  always 
have  a  very  special  place  in  our  hearts.     God  was  very  good  to 
us  in  giving  us  such  a  wonderful  church. 

You  may  be  interested  in  our  church  out  here.  Hollywood, 
of  course,  is  part  of  Los  Angeles.     L.A.  is  the  most  sprawling 
city  I  have  ever  seen,  I  believe  that  it  is  considered  the 
largest  city  in  the  world  as  far  as  area  is  concerned.     We  are 
right  on  Hollywood  Boulevard  just  two  blocks  from  the  famous 
Grauman's  Chinese  Theater.     In  fact  we  are  the  only  church  left 
standing  on  this  "glamorous"  boulevard.     Thank  heavens  there  is 
a  church  whose  presence  is  a  reminder  of  God  to  those  who  pass 

by. 

Physically  it  is  one  of  the  loveliest  and  most  adequate 
churches  I  have  ever  seen.     Its  architecture  is  Spanish  Mission, 
gray  with  red  tile  roof,  very  attractive.     It  is  unusual  in  its 
lay-out,  consisting  of  three  buildings  grouped  around  a  paved 
patio.     There  is  the  church  itself,  the  sanctuary  seating  520 
and  the  balcony  accomodating  another  150.     The  church  building 
also  has  a  beautiful  parlor,  a  fine  downstairs  dining-room  and 
kitchen,  five  classrooms,  and  a  fine  pastor's  study.     Then  there 
is  the  Lash  Memorial  Chapel,  named  for  the  first  pastor,  with  a 
lovely  chapel  seating  90,  the  church  offices  (5),  a  small  parlor 
and  kitchen.     Finally,  there  is  Pilgrim  Hall  with  a  basketball 
court,  shower  and  locker-rooms,  kitchenette,  uut  stage,  and  seven 
class-rooms.     Out  in  the  patio  is  an  outdoor  fireplace  and  picnic 
benches,  and  behind  the  church  building  a  small  play-ground  for 


the  children. 

The  church  is  young,  was  organized  in  191^ ,  and  the  oldest  of 
the  buildings  is  19  years  old.     The  chapel  was  built  in  19^9  and 
the  church  was  so  completely  remodeled  in  19^9  a6  to  be  considered 
new  in  1949. 

Elsa  and  I  are  enjoying  our  work  out  here... and  there  is  a 
lot  to  do.     The  climate  is  agreeing  with  Johnny  and  he  is  in  the 
best  health  ever.     We  have  high  hopes  that  his  asthma  will  soon 
be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Geographically,  this  is  the  most  unusual  section  of  America 
I  have  ever  seen.     You  can  reach  either  the  mountains,  the  desert, 
or  the  ocean  within  a  matter  of  two-hours  driving  at  the  most.  I 
know  we  shall  miss  the  fall  foliage,  always  so  glorious  in  West- 
hampton,  but  I  think  the  flowers  will  compensate  for  the  lack  of 
autumn  coloring.     There  are  flowers  everywhere  and  they  grow  the 
year  around,   just  wonderful.     I  take  iny  camera  with  me  everywhere 
and  have  gotten  some  fine  color  pictures  around  here. 

I  must  admit,  though,  that  v/e  miss  the  close  personal  touch 
we  had  in  Westhampton.     Our  house  is  two  miles  from  the  church  and 
I  walk  it  almost  every  day... but  seldom  do  I  ever  pass  anyone  on 
the  street  I  know.     One  of  these  days,  when  Johnny's  asthma  is 
gone,  I  hope  to  serve  a  church  in  a  suburb  or  small  city  where  I 
can  once  again  be  in  a  position  to  know  everyone  and  be  known  of 
them.     There  are  those,  of  course,  who  long  to  live  inx  the  "big" 
city,  but  I  shall  never  be  one  of  them. 

This  is  a  very  active  church,  however,  and  its  many  groups 
and  organizations  help  to  give  us  the  personal  touch  we  seek.  The 
women's  Society  has  around  250  members  and  is  divided  in  about  10 
circles.     Elsa  has  attended  meetings  at  all  the  circles  and  I  have 
spoken  at  several  of  the  circle  meetings.     There  are  two  couples 
clubs  and  we  get  to  their  meetings.     Then  there  is  a  young  adult 
group  which  meets  on  Sunday  evenings,  supper  meetings,  and  I've 
attended  most  of  their  meetings.     So  you  can  see  that  we  keep  busy, 
what  with  those  meetings  and  many  committee  meetings.     In  fact  I 
had  only  five  evenings  in  May  when  I  could  spend  the  evening  at 
home . 

Well,  I  guess  the  above  will  give  you  some  idea  of  our 
situation  here.     We're  having  a  good  time,  enjoying  the  people 
and  the  country,  and  the  people  are  responding  well  to  our  leader- 
ship.    And  with  that,  I'll  close.     Please  extend  our  regrets  to 
the  committee  but  be  sure  to  give  our  very  best  wishes  to  everyone.
